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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1, 2, 4-12, 14-18, 20-24, and 33, drawn to a method of 
stabilizing an olefin metathesis product mixture by an adsorption method or by a 
distillation method. 

Group II, claim(s) 27-29, drawn to a method of removing metals from an olefin 
metathesis product mixture by an adsorption method. 

Group III, claims 30 and 31 , drawn to a method of removing metals from an olefin 
metathesis product mixture by a distillation method 

The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Method of removing metals from an olefin metathesis product mixture by an 
adsorption process requires an adsorbent material and a desorbent material, different 
operating temperature and pressure conditions, requiring a frequent regeneration of the 
adsorbent, and separating the components on the basis of their adsorption/desorption 
power whereas a distillation operation requires a different apparatus, operating under 
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different temperature and pressure conditions, and separating the components on the 
basis of their boiling points. 

Claims 1 link(s) inventions II and III. The restriction requirement between the 
linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 1 . Upon 
the indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise 
requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Claims that require all 
the limitations of an allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the 
amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. 
Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; 
amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1 .312. 

Applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, the allowable linking claim, 
such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application.
